Outspoken DA 
David Minier 
meets the press

Santa Barbara County’s outspoken 
District Attorney David D. Minier 
came to town last night and didn’t 
disappoint a select audience in 
Lompoc Valley Press Club: He was 
outspoken. 
Minier who is half way through his 
second 
four-year term as the 
county’s top prosecutor made these 
points or expressed these views in 
an appearance before a cross- 
section 
of 
news 
media 
representatives: 
—Defended the present grand jury 
system despite some reservations, 
and criticized legislation that would 
change it because “ you’ll never be 
able to find enough people to serve.’’ 
(Present system uses 19 grand jury 
members chosen from a panel 
recommended by superior court 
judges. Proposals for change would 
mandate the selection of members 
from the tax rolls. He criticized one 
point: “ Judges put their cronies on 
the grand jury.’’ 
—On the other hand Minier was 
critical of federal grand juries 
because of a looser attitude toward 
rules of evidence. 
—Explained 
he 
makes 
the 
decision on whether to take a case to 
the grand jury or allow it to go 
through normal court procedures. 
Cases involving murder usually go 
the 
grand 
jury 
route; 
many 
important narcotics cases do also. 
—Minier revealed that he had

personally 
asked 
that 
he 
be 
investigated by the grand jury on 
questions of conflict of interest 
raised 
by 
a 
Santa 
Barbara 
newspaper — to clear the air. He 
also said he had not made up his 
mind whether to pursue a charge of 
libel in a case in which he has asked 
a newspaper to retract statements 
about him. 
He declined to discuss more than 
the bare outlines of his legal feud 
with Superior Court Judge Floyd C. 
Dodson over the judge’s role in 
handling 
grand 
juries. 
Minier, 
however, said he is critical of 
Dodson’s instructions to the 1973 
grand jury in which the judge is 
reported to have told the jurors they 
could not citicize an official unless 
they brought formal charges. 
—Minier criticized the state’s 
probation subsidy program in which 
a county gets about $4,500 for each 
convicted person who is placed on 
probation rather than sent to jail. 
He called the program: 
“ One 
gigantic grab bag for counties — the 
program is a bad one.’’

2nd peacetime fatality in Vietnam

command today reported the second 
American peacetime fatality in 
Vietnam—the flight engineer of an 
unarmed helicopter shot down near 
An Loc a week ago. He died today at 
a hospital in Okinawa. 
He was identified as Spec 5 James 
L. Scroggins of RFD 2, Mulberry 
Grove, 111. 
A 
command 
spokesman 
said 
Scroggins was taken to Okinawa for 
treatment of severe burns suffered 


Four killed in explosion 


when his CH47 Chinook helicopter, 
carrying four other Americans, was 
shot down Feb. 16 six miles south of 
An Loc. 


The chopper, on a supply mission 
for the peace-keeping Joint Military 
Commission (JMC), was on loan to 
the JMC and was not painted with 
the commission’s 
distinguishing 
orange 
zebra 
stripes. 
Disputes 
within peace-keeping forces today 
were still delaying an investigation 


of the incident. 


Three other crewmen of the 
downed helicopter were taken to the 
United States for medical treatment 
and 
the pilot remained under 
medical care at the U.S. Army 
hospital in Saigon. 


Scroggins 
was 
the 
second 
American killed in hostile action 
since the Vietnam ceasefire went 
into effect Jan. 28. A helicopter pilot 
died two days after the truce when 


his aircraft was fired on. Eight 
other 
Americans 
have 
been 
wounded, 
all 
of 
them 
aboard 
helicopters hit by ground fire, but 
the CH47 was the only one of the four 
choppers actually shot down.

had not been fully tested in the 
courts since the act became law.

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U.S. may resume bombing 
Laos under enemy attack 


VIENTIANE (UPI) - Premier 
Souvanna Phouma claimed today 
Communist troops have launched a 
countrywide “ general offensive” in 
violation of the day-old Laotian 
cease-fire and said he would ask the 
United States to resume its air 
strikes to stop the onslaught. 
U.S. officials in the Mekong River 
town of Pakse, about 60 miles north 
of the Cambodian border, said 
progovernment mercenary forces 
were “ taking a hell of a beating” 
from Communist Pathet Lao troops. 
U.S. sources said the mercenary 
forces, unable to call in the U.S. air 
support 
that 
ended 
with 
the 
Wednesday midnight EST cease­ 
fire, fell back under the Communist 
attack and said all contact was lost 
with two of its four battalions. 
“ We are taking a hell of a 
beating,” said one U.S. official in 
Pakse. “ There is a lot of backward 
movement 
and 
regrouping... the 
situation is deteriorating.” 
“ I am certainly sure that the 
United States will respond positively 
to the request for resumption of the 
bombing,” Souvanna told a news 
conference. “ We cannot tolerate 
being trampled.” 
“ I have no comment on this,” a 
U.S. Embassy spokesman said. 
A Pathet Lao spokesman said the 
Communists 
were 
“ sincerely” 
adhering 
to 
the 
ceasefire 
agreement. 
Souvanna 
also 
pledged 
that 
Laotian 
forces—with 
U.S. 
air 
support—would take back positions 
he said his forces lost after the 
cease-fire came into effect. 


“ The resumption of the the U.S. 
bombing (would be) the result of the 
other 
side’s 
provocations,’’ 
Souvanna said. “ Since the cease-fire 
agreement went into effect...there 
have been 29 recorded violations 
throughout the kingdom. About 90 


per cent of the violations have been 
committed by foreign troops.” 
Military sources said U.S. air 
strikes were halted when the cease­ 
fire took effect. 
Earlier, the Pathet Lao Radio also 
ordered 
its 
forces 
to 
“ simultaneously and completely” 
observe 
the 
cease-fire. 
But 
Souvanna said the Pathet Lao and 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 
took 
advantage of the bombing halt to 
launch 
all-out 
attacks 
against 
government positions “ throughout 
the kingdom,” particularly in the 
4th Military Region in southern 
Laos. 


Government forces, officials said, 
were forced to pull back Thursday at 
Pak Song, 200 miles southeast of 
Vientiane, four hours after the 
peace pact became effective. 


“ We were deceived by the other 
side because we believed their 
representative’s 
signatures,” 
Souvanna said. “ We cannot tolerate 
being trampled. If the other side 
does not keep their word, we shall 
not also keep our word. 


“ If the other side stops its 
offensive against us,” Souvanna 
said, “ we shall also restrain on our 


part. And what we want now is 
sincerity in implementing the cease­ 
fire agreement.” 
Souvanna said he would protest to 
the 
International 
Control 
Commission 
(ICC) that 
still 
considers Laos violations despite 
formation of another peace-keeping 
body in Vietnam. 


Souvanna said 
he 
would 
nevertheless meet Saturday with 
Pathet 
Lao negotiator 
Phoumi 
Vongvichit to discuss the 
alleged 
violations and consider way of 
ending such incidents. 
Nixon, Egyptian adviser 
discuss Mideast crisis 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
- 
President 
Nixon 
told 
Egyptian 
foreign affairs adviser Mohammad 
Hafez Ismail today that the United 
States is determined to push for 
peace in the Middle East. 
“ In this very troubled, explosive 
area of the world, our major goal is 
to move off dead center,” Nixon told 
Ismail, national security adviser to 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
and here for a major round of talks 
with top U.S. officials. 
Nixon said he recognized that 
“ instant peace is a dream,” but that 
“ the 
great 
desire 
of 
our 
administration, especially in its 
second term,” is to help to reduce 
tensions in the area on a permanent 
basis. 
“ That’s why we are happy to talk 
to you. We don’t know what will 
come out of it. We will have frank 
discussions,” the President said. 
Ismail, 
the 
highest 
Egyptian 
official to visit Washington since the 


United States and Egypt broke 
diplomatic relations over the 1967 
Arab-Israeli war, presented Nixon 
with a large envelope containing a 
personal message from Sadat. 
Ismail told Nixon that Sadat 
“ sends his best regards to you and I 
bring the high appreciation of the 
Egyptian government and I am 
honored to be received in the White 
House.” 


The exchange between the two 
statesmen occurred at the end of a 
brief 
filming 
session 
with 
photographers 
and 
immediately 
prior to the beginning of substantive 
talks on peace prospects in the 
Middle East. The President had 
pledged earlier to give high priority 
in his second administration to the 
search for peace. 
The President obviously made his 
remarks so that newsmen could 
hear them. He went on to explain 


that he was making these comments 
because it would be impossible to 
disclose later the substance of his 
talks with Ismail. 
Israeli Premier Golda Meir is 
scheduled to arrive March 1 for 
similar talks with Nixon and other 
top administration officials. 
“ I had a very fine visit to your 
country many years ago —in 1963,” 
Nixon told Ismail. “ In fact, it was 
my only visit. I have always had a 
great affection for your people and 
your counti7.” 
The White House meeting was 
attended 
by Brig. 
Gen. 
Brent 
Scowcroft, deputy to presidential 
assistant Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, 
and Dr. Hafiz Ghanem, an Egyptian 
government official. 
Ismail 
went 
to 
lunch 
with 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers at the State Department 
afterward and was to confer in the 
afternoon 
with 
top 
State 
Department officials.

midnight killing four persons and 
seriously burning four others.

“ It was just like the mushroom 
back in ’46 when they experimented 
with the atom bomb,” said G.W.

Nearing the end of its original 
year, the Lompoc Drop-In Center 
confronts the expiration of its 
annual 
funding 
in 
April, 
an 
unassured future and, consequently, 
a time of assessment both by its 
supporting agencies and the public it 
was designed to serve. 
Intended as a place away from 
school where youths could air and 
approach solutions to family, drug 
and other problems, the center is a 
gracefully aging frame house at 112 
East Walnut Ave. and is manned by 
Lew 
Copeland, 
a 
credentialled 
counselor and the familiar chief 
denizen of the place. 
Posters and hangings enliven the 
plaster, thriftshop sofas hulk in the 
living room, music plays incessantly 
and around 30 high school youths 
pass through the front door each day 
to lounge, smoke cigarets and rap 
with each other and him. 


But 
how 
successful 
is 
this 
program on which, according to 
school Curriculum Director Bob 
Thompson, the school district spent 
$13,000 on last year? How has it 
worked? What are its products? 
Copeland 
believes 
that 
this 
community 
program 
has 
been 
successful. But first impressions 
can be deceiving. 


Informality is an early impression 
on walking through the open door for 
the first time, even permissiveness. 
Smoking isn’t allowed on either high 
school campus, but it is here. Any 
student can avoid two hours of class 
time weekly by making a telephone 
appointment to come to the center, 
but he's under no obligation to speak 
to either Copeland or • a peer 
counselor about anything. Copeland, 
in 
fact, 
keep 
his 
visitors’ 
communications 
scrupulously 
confidential, even from the police 
who he adds, are very cooperative. 
It’s not like any place on campus 
and certainly not like traditional 
programs. 


Copeland applauds this. He feels 
that his is a unique position, he says, 
because the kids who turn off to the 
structured school system and view 
it as authoritative and judgmental 
just see him as just a guy in a comfy 
yellow house, someone they can talk 
to safely. 


“ It’s a counseling center,” he 
describes. "It’s not a teen town or a 
rec center. The sole purpose of the 
Drop-In Center is to provide a place 
where kids can feel good with each 
other, feel good 
with a peer 
counselor 
and, 
if 
they 
have 
something they would like to discuss 
outside of their group of friends, 
discuss it with me.

Arabs want vengeance 
for shooting down jet 


TEL AVIV 1U P I1 - The Arab world 
seethed with calls today for vengeance 
against Israel, accusing the Israelis of 
“cold-blooded murder 
in the shooting 
down of a civilian Libyan airliner carrying 
more than 100 persons over the Israeli-held 
Sinai peninsula. 
Military officials said 104 persons died in 
the Wednesday disaster, the first such case 
in aviation since 1955 when Bulgaria shot 
down an Israeli civilian airliner. 
Seven other persons survived and were 
listed in satisfactory condition today. 


The Israeli military command said it 
would hand over to Egypt the bodies and all 
personal effects today at the Qantara 
crossing point of the Suez. 


Israeli authorities insisted their fighter 
pilots acted properly in shooting down the 
Boeing 727 and said the pilot deliberately 
ignored orders to land A tape recording of 
the pilot’s last conversation, played in 


Cairo, indicated he thought he was flying 
over Egyptian territory. 


Military officials said Thursday it was 
Phantoms that shot down the airliner 12 
miles east of the Suez Canal after trying 
unsuccessfully to make it land. 
Among the Arab world reactions was an 
announcement by moderate King Hassan II 
of Morocco that he will send troops to Syria 
to join the battle against Israel for the first 
time. 
The semi-official Cairo newspaper A1 
Ahram called on Arab guerrillas to strike 
Israeli targets around the world in revenge 
and Arab leaders said they were horrified 
and outraged by what some of them called 
“cold blooded murder.” 
Defense Minister Moshe Dayan said 
there was no need for a domestic inquiry 
into the shooting, but said Israel would help 
international 
authorities 
who 
want 
to 
investigate it.

No taxes for those earning less than $6,000? 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov. Ronald 
Reagan's embattled plan to temporarily 
cut income taxes by 20 per cent will be 
sw eetened 
with 
an 
amendment 
to 
eliminate 
them 
entirely 
for 
persons 
earning less than $6,000. it was disclosed 
today. 
“ If they (Democrats) want to play the 
game, 
I’ll play 
the game too,’’ 
said 
Assemblyman William T. Bagley, R-San 
Rafael, sponsor of Reagan’s proposal in the 
lower house. 


Democrats, led by Assembly Speaker 
Bob Moretti of Van Nuys, have attacked 
Reagan's 
proposal 
as 
“extrem ely 
re­ 
gressive 
Moretti says “ it’s just not fair*‘ 
and contends rich people would benefit 
more than the poor. 


The one-time 20 per cent tax reduction on 
income earned during this calendar year is 


a crucial part of Reagan’s proposal to use 
up a $852 million revenue surplus the state 
says it is stockpiling. 
Besides the across-the-board income tax 
cut. 
Reagan has proposed delaying a 
scheduled June 1 penny sales tax increase 
until Jan. 1 and using roughly $65 million 
for coastline acquisition and rebuilding the 
state capitol. 


Bagley said he will amend in a one-time 
100 per cent income tax reduction for 
persons earning less than $6,000 a year 
when the bill (AB148) encounters its first 
hearing Monday in the Assembly Revenue 
and Taxation Committee. 


“Unfortunately, we re going to have to 
engage in a little poker gam e,” Bagley told 
UPI 
He added, “the governor fully supports 
this amendment.” 


Bagley said his amendment will cost a 
relatively small sum. $10.8 million, but 
benefit 
approximately 
one-half 
million 
taxpayers. This comprises about 10 per 
cent of those who lile income tax returns 
and onethird of the single taxpayers, he 
said. 
Asked whether this would help him gain 
Democratic 
support 
for the 
proposal, 
Bagley 
conceded: 
“ No. 
But 
it 
will 
dramatize the issue.’ 
Reagan, meantime, indicated he was 
reconciled to probable legislative defeat 
for the measure and was prepared to take 
the issue directly to the voters as a ballot 
initiative. 
“I have a hunch we re going to have to let 
the taxpayers vote on whether they want 
it,” 
the 
governor 
told 
a 
group 
of 
Sacramento high school students Thursday 
during a question and answer session. 


Reagan promises 'hard look' at hospitals

legislature 
to 
approve 
a

to

facilities by 1982. 
Sullivan, whose mentally 
retarded son is a patient at 
Pacific State Hospital 
in 
Pomona, testified before a 
Senate subcommittee while 
pickets 
protested 
outside 
the Capitol. Later, he and 
other 
parents 
met 
with 
Reagan 
for 
almost 
two 
hours 
in 
the 
governor's 
office. 
Aft er 
the 
m e e t i n g , 


Sullivan 
reported 
Reagan 
“ told us, 
in essence, all 
things 
will 
be 
held 
in 
abeyance until a good hard 
look is taken.”

Gold price makes 
another big jump 


LONDON (UPII -A phenomenal jump in the price of 
gold Thursday overshadowed the nagging crisis in paper 
money around the world and raised the price of the precious 
yellow metal to a record $86.50 an ounce. 
It more than doubled the new official U.S. price of $42.22. 
At one stage on the pace-setting London market, gold 
touched $90 briefly. 
The official world price had never exceeded $80. the so- 
called psychological price barrier, until an extraordinarly 
heavy rush to buy gold hit European markets Thursday. 
Officials reacted by increasing the gold price by as much as 
$14 12 an ounce. 
“ I don’t think anybody thought the price would break the 
psychological barrier {his soon, 
said a spokesman for 
Johnson Matthey Ltd , one of five banks that operate the 
pace-setting London market. “ A year ago, $80 was thought 
to be a very long way off, if obtainable at all.” 
Much of the gold—with sales estimated at between $50 
and $100 million in all of the European markets—was pur­ 
chased with unwanted dollars The result was a weakening 
of the dollar against other major currencies.

Predicts food prices will level off 


WASHINGTON (UPI I — Ezra Solomon, an economic 
adviser to President Nixon, says the administration has 
done about all government can do to combat rising food 
prices and what has been done should take effect later in 
the year. 
Solomon, a member of the Council of Economic Advisers, 
predicted at a White House briefing Thursday that retail 
food prices will level off toward the end of the year as a 
result of government actions and that farm prices will 
actually decline. 
He made the assessment after the government an­ 
nounced that while most prices were relatively stable in 


January, food prices rose by 2.1 per cent, the biggest 
monthly jump since an increase of 2.5 per cent in January, 
1951, during the Korean war period. 
At the same time, Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLSi 
figures showed that since President Nixon first took office 
in January, 1969, several staple foods have shown large 
price increases. 
Bacon, for instance, has jumped 29 cents a pound to $1.07 
in the past four years. Coffee costs 20 cents a pound more, 
while porterhouse steak is up 42 cents a pound to $1.88 and 
pork chops 36 cents to $1 40 a pound. 
The BLS figures are averages, computed from samples it 
takes in about 1,500 stores in 56 cities.

Family lib 
Silence is annoying

Things definitely have improved. 
Eight years ago I was lucky if Lew talked to me every 
third night. Now he says something almost every night. 
In the old days, he would come home—home at that 
time being a studio apartment—have supper and read or 
watch TV.

Coaches' Northern All-League team 


Bratz, Riley share MVP

The same devastating team balance that led the 
Lompoc* Braves to a perfect 10-0 blitz of the Northern 
League this year showed itself again in the coaches’ All- 
League selections, unveiled today. 
The six league mentors came to the unanimous 
conclusion that Braves Dallas Riley and Mike Bratz are 
like Death and Taxes — neither can be avoided, and it’s 
impossible to say which is more painful. So the coaches 
chose Bratz and Riley co-Most Valuable Players. 
Lompoc senior center Dave Farnum was the only 
unanimous first-team selection, and junior forward Rick 
Fridrich was chosen to the third team. 
Two Cabrillo players were honored, as Kevin Drake 
was picked to the second team and Rich Perrelli was a 
third-team choice. 
A look at the stats show why the coaches couldn’t 
choose between Riley, the forward, and Bratz, the 
guard. They finished one-two in the league scoring race 
(Bratz with 17.4, Riley with 15.8), they both scored in 
double figures in every league game, and they both 
played agressive defense. 
Riley, who was a first team pick last year, spent most 
of the season suspended high above the court, picking 
off 152 rebounds. He shot 45 per cent (69-for-154) from 
the field, and chalked up 44 assists. 
Bratz, a second-team all-leaguer last year, matched 
Riley’s field goal percentage by hitting 69-of-152 
attempts. He was the Braves’ chief playmaker with 57 
assists, and third leading rebounder with 65 
Bratz and Riley are versatile. Mike shoots better from 
outside, Dallas works better inside, but they can reverse 
roles when the situaton calls for it. And they take turns 
showing off lightning baseline moves. 
Farnum, who warmed the pines most of last season, 
came from out of nowhere to become the league’s 
number-four scorer (14 1) and the number-one shot 
blocker. He also pulled down an even 10 rebounds per 
game and led his team with an impressive 55 per cent 
field goal accracy (60-for-109). 


San Luis’ Bob Dean and Righetti’s Dave Amido moved* 
up to the first team from last year’s second and third 
teams, respectively. Dean edged Farnum by eight points 
to take third in the league scoring race 4149-141). 
Drake led the Conqs in scoring and was fifth in the 
league with a 13.7 average. He was also a valuable 
rebounder. Kevin was a third-team pick last year. 
The only other all-league repeater was San Luis’ Alan 
Lambert, promoted from third to second team. 
The voting was done without regard to player’s 
positions.

sauces.” he said. "I used to 
eat that stuff a couple times 
a week ” 
His schedule for the last 
20-plus years has been what 
he promised himself, o n e 
filled with little pressure He 
never took any of the man­ 
agerial offers because “ mv 
stomach didn’t need it.” And 
even now. w h e n he isn’t 
traveling, he says he is home 
in San F r a n c i s c o “doing 
nothing.” Nothing consists of 
living in the same house he 
has lived in since his first 
year in the big leagues, 1936, 
watching westerns and soap 
operas on television; he is 
not very particular of the 
quality. He reads little ex­ 
cept for the sports sections 
of newspapers and the finan­ 
cial sections, to see how his 
stocks are doing. 


He goes often for relaxing 
steam baths, and he wi l l 
spend long h o u r s in his 
brother’s restaurant on the 
wharf, drinking tea His ulcer 
discourages coffee and hard 
liquor. 


DiMaggio blames his ulcer 
on himself. “ I always kept 
everything inside of me,” he 
said. His former teammate. 
Phil Rizzuto, has said. "Joe 
just never blew his top.” 
Pride in achievement. Joe 
has said, also caused him 
inner tension. "E ver since I 
b e g a n playing baseball, I 
tried to o hard. I always 
wanted to get four hits a 
game. The first time I came 
up I’d be worrying about the 
fourth hit before I even got 
the first.” 


He is also terribly meticu­ 
lous personally. “ He keeps 
promises,” said a friend He 
remains aware of his physi­ 
cal image. When it was close 
to tee-off time at the celeb­ 
rity golf classic, and DiMag­ 
gio had not yet appeared, a 
y o u n g a t h l e t e a s k e d , 
“ W?here’s Joe D.. combing 
his hair?” 


Even in retirement DiMag­ 
gio w a s conscious of his 
athletic presence. At first he 
did not want people to see 
him play golf for fear his 
s w i n g w a s not graceful 
enough. 
On the surface, it would 
seem that DiMaggio, in his 
later years, would go fishing 
to relax, since fishing was 
the occupation of his father 
and his father’s father. 


In fact, in Ernest Heming­ 
way’s “The Old Man and the 
Sea,” the old m a n at one 
point says, “ I would like to 
iane the g r e a t DiMaggio 
fishing. 


“They say his father was 
a fisherman. Maybe he was 
as poor as we are and would 
understand.” 


In Al Silverman’s unique 
b i o g r a p h y of DiMaggio 
(“ The Golden Year, 1941,” 
published by Prentice-Hall), 
Joe says, “ It used to make 
my pop sore when I told him 
the smell of the boat made 
me sick. I don’t know wheth­ 
er his pride was hurt over 
the fact that I wasn’t a dawn 
to dusk fisherman, like the 
rest of the family, or be­ 
cause he considered it a dis- 
g r a c e that a 
DiMaggio 
should admit to having a 
weak stomach.”

Some of them 
come in with problems as 
serious as incest. 
“ We try to establish first

hospitable places for kids to 
relax 
and 
approach 
communicating what's on 
their mind. 
If somebody is sitting at a 
desk with a coat and tie and 
you’re sitting in a straight 
chair, you’re not likely to 
volunteer the information 
that you’re pregnant or that 
you have a venereal disease 
or 
that 
your 
father 
is 
chasing you around the bed 
or any of these things that 
are really hard to talk 
about,” he described. 
But no one has to have a 
“ reason” to visit the Drop- 
In Center and Copeland 
believes this “ no pressure 
atmosphere is why he hears 
things before anyone else 
does and why the center has 
become a sort of clearing 
house 
for 
Valley 
youth 
problems 
from 
family 
conflicts 
to 
problem 
pregnancy. 
The counselor pointed to 
the teenagers who come to 
him for advice on venereal 
disease treatment as an 
example. 
“ We have kids come in to 
the Drop-In Center to go to 
the VD clinic and it's a 
good, dignified way to go 
from a to z. It’s kind of a 
hand-holding 
operation 
They come in and they’re 
scared to death and I say to 
them, “ Well, there’s a nurse 
over there and a doctor and 
they’re 
not

to 
moralize to you. Soon they 
feel okay and they go over 
and get treated. This is one 
of our big problems 
Confidentiality is another 
plus of the “ clearing house” 
aspect of the center, the 
counselor believes.

But acting chairman Wendell Nichols 
told Gordon there is now some question 
whether he is mining in the properly leased 
areas. The report also should show impact 
of intended production of up to 400,000 tons 
of sand in the five-year period, said 
Nichols. 


Gordon’s permit expired last December 
when he failed to get an environmental 
report before the county in time He was 
then given a two-month emergency permit 
to mine a limited amount of sand, which is 
used chiefly in sand-blasting operations. 


Sierra Club representative, Fred W. 
Patzwald, of 
Santa Maria, said Gordon 
MImight be illegally operating in an area 
outside the leased area west of Guadalupe. 
Gordon was told to show on an aerial photo 
exactly were he is operating. Patzwald is a 
member of a Sierra Club committee 
comprising Los Padres and Santa Lucia 
chapter members attempting to have the 
Guadalupe and 
Nipomo Dunes areas 
become a state park.

Voter's mail 


Most of us are accustomed to getting 
occasional letters or questionnaires from 
our legislators, the letters often having our 
names tucked intimately into the text. 
It’s all part of the recognized need for 
intercommunication between the people 
and their governmental representatives. 
In California the legislature annually sets 
aside some $2.5 million in public funds to 
cover the costs of direct mailings to voters 
by Senators and Assemblymen. This is 
over and above the usual press releases 
and such. 
Such direct mailings are administered 
by the rules committees of each house. 
Each Senator, for example, is entitled to a 
set amount of postage per registered voter 
in his district in each fiscal year, which is 
sufficient for 
about two and one half 
district-wide mailings to each household.

The 
Assembly puts no limit on postage 
but regulates it by limiting mailings to 
three a year 
Of 
the 
two 
houses, 
the 
Assembly 
generally 
has 
been 
more 
strict 
in 
prohibiting the use of public funds for 
distributing obviously partisan m aterials, 
and the legality of using such mailings to 
persuade voters to one side of a current 
issue is being tested in the courts. 
N o t 
a ll 
l e g i s l a t o r s 
c o n s i d e r 
questionnaires or polls as being necessary, 
feeling they know their constituents well 
enough already. Many, however, find them 
a useful means of communications. 
So long as these publicly funded mailings 
to voters are well regulated they may well 
serve a useful purpose of at least reminding 
us now and then of just who represents our 
interests in Sacramento. 


Stunning blow 


WASHINGTON — To paraphrase 
the old testam ent prophet of doom 
in 
E cclesiastes, 
the

grinding is loud in the land. It is the 
grinding of the shears to cut, cut, 
cut out of the budget program s long 
taken 
for 
granted

federal 
supplements to help protect m illions 
of Am ericans living on or near the 
poverty line from the ills that afflict 
with particular force those at the 
bottom of the economic heap. 
In 
the 
shearing 
process the area of 
health is conspicu­ 
ous. Program after 
program is either 
stricken out or so 
sharply cut back as 
to 
be 
n e g a te d . 
These are program s 
touching 
directly 
not only the poor 
but 
Am ericans at 
alm ost every level. 
This com es as a surprise, since in 
the recent past President Nixon has 
supported 
increases 
to 
advance 
health research and the application 
of 
that 
research 
to m edical 
practice. He put through a m arked 
increase in funds for an all-out 
attack 
on 
cancer. 
Initially 
the 
authorization for the fight on cancer 
in the 1974 budget was $650 million. 
That has been pruned by $140 
million, leaving a total that the 
cancer fighters feel is inadequate to 
push on with important leads in 
research. These new leads offer 
hope that this worst of the killers, 
along with heart attack and stroke, 
can in the forseeable future be 
brought 
down 
to 
m an ageable 
proportions. In a diversity of w ays 
research has gone forward on both 
prevention and cure with notable, 
although still limited, success in 
leukemia. 
But it is the cuts as they hit day- 
to-day programs that are deeply 
troubling. 
Community 
mental 
health centers will get no more 
federal aid and without that aid 
localities will be hard pressed to 
keep them open. Already warnings 
are coming from around the country 
that centers will be closed 
Readily 
accessible, they treat 
disturbed 
individuals 
with 
new 
procedures such as quieting drugs 
that 
en ab le 
them 
to 
lead 
comparatively normal lives 
The 
patient 
load 
in 
state 
mental 
institutions has been reduced almost 
by half, thanks to these centers 
where the individual is not required

If there are to be no new 
centers and if those now operating 
are restricted or closed, the state 
institutions will once again fill up. 
The long-term bite on what kind of

program s. The training of future 
workers in a whole range of health 
services has been cut 50 per cent. 
The program has been elim inated 
for public health services. 
O ne 
o f 
th e 
P r e s i d e n t ’ s 
justifications for the whole sweep of 
cutbacks not only in health but 
across the board was that program s 
had outlived their usefulness. He 
cited this in abolishing the Hill- 
B urton 
h osp ital 
con stru ction 
program . 
At 
his 
confirm ation 
hearing the new head of Health, 
Education and W elfare, C aspar W. 
W einberger, testified that he knew 
of 
hospitals 
in 
rural 
California 
where occupancy w as only 40 to 50 
percen t of capacity. 
Y es, 
said 
health 
specialists 
outside government, this may be 
true, but alm ost every public big- 
city 
hospital 
is 
a 
slum. 
The 
desperate need is for rehabilitation, 
which might have been carried on 
under Hill-Burton. 
The bitterest pill to swallow for 
the elderly 
is the deep cut 
in 


M edicare paym ents. This is done by 
requiring those over 65 on M edicare 
to begin paying 10 per cent of all 
hospital costs on the second, rather 
than the 61st day. This am ounts to a 
cut of close to $1 billion in the 
benefits under the program , which 
are m eager enough 
in view of 
escalating 
m edical 
costs. 
One 
estim ate is that M edicare will now 
pay no m ore than 25 per cent of the 
cost of an illness. 
Dedicated men and women in 
public life who have fought the 
battle for m ore research and decent 
m edical care are dism ayed by what 
is about to happen unless Congress 
can somehow intervene. In view of 
the President’s power over the great 
pruning of the HEW budget this 
seem s unlikely. The cuts have gone 
deeper than at any tim e since the 
inception of the National Institutes 
of Health 
Who is the enem y? Is it the 
Russians, the Chinese? Is that why 
the defense budget of $80 billion plus 
is sacrosanct? Or is it the killers 
that day after day strike down men, 
women 
and children — cancer, 
stroke, heart d isease? These are 
life-and-death questions pressed by 
the specialists who believe that
